ternoon with Capt. McDonald, of the N. 
W. M. P., Wood Mountain, and learned 
from said gentleman that Sitting Bull had 
concluded to surrender. 
The circum- 


stances leading to such a resolve on the 
part of Sitting Bui! are as follows: First, 
He is starving. Second, The continual 
desertion of the several surrendered bands 
from his camp have left him so weak that 
he is afraid to leave Wood Mountain to 
hunt, there being so many of his enemies 
•n the watch for him. Third, "Low Dog." 
one of bis chiefs, left Wood Mountain a 
abort lima ago with about twenty lodges, 
or thirty families, and came over to Pop- 
lar River to surrender. This last deser- 
tion was the straw that broke the camel's 
back. Capt McDonald has Kyo Morra, 
interpreter, and three of the hostiles witL 
him, they having been sent over to Bu- 
ford with a letter from Sitting Bull to the 
soldier chiel. In this letter to Maj. Broth- 
erton, Sitting Bull says, "I am ready 
to surrender unconditionally." He asked 
that provisions be sent out to meet him 
and that the Indians who are already at 
Fort Buford be held there until his arrival. 
In council at Wood Mountain Sitting 
Bull said that he would have sent his sou 
with Capt. McDonald as au evidence of 
his good faith if the hoy had been old 
enough to ride a horse. He told Capt. 
Crozier that he was going to take his ad- 
vice and ge over and peacefully surien- 
der to the American authorities. He will 
move this way as soon ae the snow gets 
off and travel is practicable. 
Capt. Mc- 


Donald thinks that the surrender will 
take place some time in May. 


Sitting Bull wants to be assured that no 


harm will be done him after he has sur- 
rendered. His nephew is with Capt. Mc- 
Donald. 


Capt. McDonald says that the reports of 


Canadian police interference with nego- 
tiations for Sitting Bull's surrender, tire 
untrue—that the policy of tbe police has 
been in favor of surrender. Capt. Crozier 
has done all he coul«i to break Sitting 
Bull's influence in the camp' and he has 
continually advised the other chiefs to 
leave Sitting Bull aad go over »»d sur- 
render. The renegade Thompson is in 
irons in the guard house at Wood Mou u- 
tain for forging the name of one of the po- 
lice to an order on the trader for $22. Sit- 
ting Bull has about sixty-five lodges at 
Wood Mountain, or about 125 families.

Brief Sketch of ProC John W. Powell and 


His Western Discoveries—Th«^ Colorado

height above its bed. l}p to that.-npriQd the 
river Was almost nnknowa ' Indianehad lived 
and died for generations on the plateaus above 
the river, but, had never reached, thrjqngh the 
precipitous gorges, its currente. Tlio bed had 
been carved out of the solid rock, thousand of 
feet-in depth, and at times, when the-aconnra- 
latipn of water in lateral canou§ pourqd their 
torrents into ita usual flow, its volur'io was fre- 
quently increased 100 feet in a sinp.B:day. 


Impassable falls, swift cur nnts, \yhera, foam 


and breakers had battled for 
'nturioe, Had to 


be encountered by tho explorers. -Its-cavern 
home _for hundreds of miles scarcely knew Jh,e 
sunshine. The inhabitant and' monarch of a 
great solitude, it had defied mankind, until 
Powell, in 1809, in company with mountain- 
eers' and adventurous spirits of (he West, 
launched his boats on Green river, folldwed it 
to its junction with the Colorado, and,eucoess- 
fully accomplished one of the most daring e'x- 
Dloratiotis of history. During this expedition 
he was reppi-ted lost, on the hypothesis that 
the trial could only rusult m tho loss of the 
partv. 


On tho approach of the explorers to one of 
its gorges, whose precipitous and rugged sides 
reared themselves six thousand feet above tbe 
river bed, while the turbulent river, seeminglv 
impassable, offered no escape up tlio smooth 
walls that almost met overhead, Maj. Powell, 
realizing that the responsibility for the lives of 
his mon rested on him, told them that he in- 
tended to pursue the course of the river, but 
that such as desired to abandon tho expedition 
could reach the country above, and 
AVOID THE DANGERS THAT WERE BEFORE THEM 
in the wild gorge of the Colorado. Three of 
the party abandoned the expedition, were given 
their proportion of the supplies, and ultimate- 
ly reached tha plateaus bordering the river. 
On reaching the Indian settlements they were 
for a time treated kindly, but upon hearing 


i their story of tho descent of the Colorado by 
boats, believed them impo&tenS, held them 
, accountable for depredations committed by 
certain miners, and waylaid and killed tho 
deserting mon. Those who followed the for- 
tunes of their leader returned in safely and 
honor to their homes. 


This hazardous cruise first brought Powell 


into public notice, and first acquainted the 
world with the wonderful scenery and physical 
phenomena of the region of tbe Grand Canon 
of the Colorado, and quite an enthusiasm was' 
aroused. It has demonstrated that the river 
ia older than tho heights that overlook and em- 
brace it, for it passes for 1'2,()00 miles through 
regions that are elevated from 1,200 to 6,000 
feet above its source, and its channel nanst 
have out its course through the slow upheavals 
of that section, which have existed for almost 
countless ag'os. Another exploration of the 
Colorado'was successfully made in 1876, anil 
subsequent to that time annual tours w«ro 
made 
under 
government 
auspices, 
tho 
jjeld of operations being chiefly in Utah 
anlj Colorado. Iu 180'J tho major mado his 
'first expedition to the Mocha towns of Aujiua, 
and commenced, in connection with geology, 
the systematic study of tho Indian races, con- 
nected ethnology with the former public ser- 
vice, and has contributed to this interesting 
topic as much information as any man of LIH 
time, and has been since 1868 the head of the 
ethnological department of the Smithsonian in- 
stitute, preparing a compreueusive series of 
publications concerning the general charactsr- 
istics of the primal races of the continent. In 
1«76, Powell, in conjunction with other emin- 
ent scientists, among whom were Prof. Baird,

After two years of tiresome endeavors, 
the co-operation o'f the moro advanced public 
men was secured, and although contested at 
ovary inch it was accomplishsd during the last 
session of the Forty-sixth congress, and be- 
camo one of the permanent features of gov- 
ernment machinery. Clarence King, on do- 
maud of the great scientific bodies, first took 
charge of ifcas director, but as hia large busi- 
ness pursuits made it impossible to devote his 
life to the'work, and after well .starting 
the bureau on its way of usefulness, ne, much 
against the general desire, tendered his resig- 
nation, and Powell, by unanimous consent, waa 
appointed to the place, and confirmed without 
opposition. Those who have followed tlio brave 
major's career feel that it is a well-merited 
recognition of his great and valuable work in 
the cause of science. 
In the paet two years 


material baa been collected, and is now being 
arranged in a series of volumes which will bo 
of thrilling interest.

the geology, topography, ethonology 
and archaeology of the country.

Mr. A. J. Wickman, of Indiana, asks

two and a half feet fall so as to maks it 
suitable for meadow or tillage, and whether 
a mixture of sand would be beneficial in 
this marsh bottom; also what kind of drains 
to use. First I would call attention to a fac, 
that drought is most detrimental of any onc 
thing to our meadows, so I would considei 
the fall for drainage quite sufficient, and 
besides that I would not allow it to operate 
too freely, but keep back in reserve enough 
of moisture to carry a good stock of grass 
through its growing season. The mixture 
of soils almost always is beneficial, so much 
so that often 
two poor soils will combine 


to 
make one 
good one and I would 


advise our inquirer to use sand a she pro- 
poses, not doubting its useful effect. 
I 


have seen long strips of marshy bottoms, 
bordered by sandy ridges, where a man 
with team and scraper could take hi a bcra- 
perfull <jf sand and return with the t-craper 
full of vegetable mold t ram the drained 
swamp bottom to the dump in the sandy 
land in place of the first scraperful, and, 
continuing this dsfy after day, would very 
much improve both the high and the low 
lands. As the summer is the best time to 
do such work, so the early fall, or so soon 
as the middle of August t\en, is the best 
time to seed down such ground and often 
the following season it will yield a good 
crop of hay. 
As to draining, I do not un- 


derstand that much, but think I should 
first try surface draining, throwing it up 
with the plough in broad high lands and 
condsot the water off bj tho dead furrows, 
but if this proved inbuflieknt it could at 
any tune be remedied. As for kinds of gras- 
ses best for him to use, that vexy much de- 
pends on location, and he inust'jvdge from 
those kinds that have been found to thrive 
best in his locality.—I Henry hcs.

Then take your basket of pieces 


and carry it ou t to you r clothes - hn e, also your 
pail or small tub of water prepared as above.

throughly in the water, but do nqt wring it 
on any account, as it would have creases 
which it would be almost impossible to 
press out. 
Hold for a moment over the tub

A. Young Boy Confesses to the Murder of 


His Companion Because He Hated Hia 
Futbeii—'Tardy Revelation. 
Considerable excitement prevails here, says 


a' Lac^waxen dispatch to the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette, over revelations that have been made 
concerning the drowning of young Samuel 
j^sher, tfce 'eisht-year old son of Mr. Henry 
' Asher, proprietor of tho hotel of this place, 
several yeara ogo. At the time of tho drown- 
ingthore'were rumors of foul play, but uoth- 
' ing definite was developed 
The casualty oc- 


curred just below tho Delaware & Hudson Ca- 
nal company's dam in tho Delaware river. 
Young Asher and a smaller boy had crossed 
the river in a boat from tho Pennsylvania to the 
New York shore, in company with another boy 
named Qharles bprmgstead. On the return 
trip the boat capsized, aud young Asher waa 
drowned. Tho other bo\s e.-caped. Young 
Auher's body was aftcrw ,irds recovered in the 
eddy below tho dam 
As bpnngbtead bore 


a.bad reputation it waa puspected lucre had 


1 been foul play, but no legal steps wore taken. 
Shortly afterward the Spring^teada moved 
away frotu Lackanaxen, ami notl.int; was heard 
'of thorn until a few days ay;o, when Postmaster 
Charles Shanuou of this village received a 
letter from Passaic-, N J . asking if there 
was a family named As-hor living in that vicin- 
ity. He replied 
tuat there was, and re- 


ceived by mail an envelope containing tho 
startling confession of young Sprinsatead. In 
the letter accompanying tho startling confes- 
sion, it stated that for some time past Charles 
Springstdad had been in tho employ of the 
postmaster at Paesaic, N. J . and, ubout two 
weeks ago, planned to rob and murder a citizen 
Of that city. Tho plot was discove^d, ho was 
arrested and thrown into jail, and, while there, 
voluntarily made tho confession in which he 
says that ho enticed the Asher boy, and a 
smaller boy whose name is not given, to cross 
the Delaware in a boat, promising them a lot 
offish that he caught on the New York shore. 
He made up his mind to drown young Asher 
because he hated hid father. He rowed across 
the river, protended that tho fish were missing, 
and theu started back. When halfway over, 
he tipped tho boat in a rapid shoal so that it 
upset and all three were thrown out 
The 


smaller boy, whom he did not wish to drown, 
he says be drew up to tne capaizod boat and 
aavod. Ho confesses that Asher got his bead 
above water once or t«-ico, and that he pushed 
him,- under and deliberately held tho poor lad 
there till life waa extinct Springstead had 
held a grudge against Samuel's father for a 
long time, and his sole motive for committing 
the murder was revenge. The murderer is 
only about seventeen years old now, and at the 
time the murder was committed, in June, 
1877, was about thirteen years of age. 
After 


Jersey justice gets through with Springstead, 
the authorities of this county will probably try 
him for the murder. The young criminal has 
been several times imprisoned for petty theft, 
and always had a bad reputation in this sec- 
tion.

Brown said: "That's a mistake. I have never 
been there; we camo hcio, niy daughters and 
L last February."

Brown camo to California eixto^n veans ago, 
and after living in several places in the north- 
ern part of the State finally removed here. She 
baa a ranch of 16O acres for $1.830. but uol 
paid for. C-nly i)>.-100 has been paid on it. When
